Under another 
date, he adds—*“If they say that I have be- 
trayed their secret, and represented them as So- 
cinians, [ shall reply to all the world, if necessa- 
ry, that I have told the truth, and a notorious 
and public truth, and that in telling it, I thought 
I was doing honour to their powers of reason 
and judgment.” 

We shall close our reference to these more re- 
mote times by a single quotation from D’Alem- 
bert, in the article Unuitaries in the Encyclopedic. 

‘**'The Unitarians have always been regarded 
as Christian Divines, who had only broken and 
torn off a few branches of the tree, but still held 
to the trunk; whereas they ought to have been 
looked upen as a sect of philosophers, who, 
that they might not give too sudden a shock to 
the religion and opinions, true or false, which 
were then received, did not choose openly to 
avow pure Deism and reject formally and une- 
quivocally every sort of revelation; but who were 
continually doing with respect to the Old and 
New Testament, what Epicurus did with respect 
to the gods, admitting them verbally, but destroy- 
ing them really. In fact, the Unitarians. receiv- 
ed only so much of the Scriptures as they found 
conformable to the natural dictates of reason, and 
what might serve the purpose of propping up 
and confirming the systems which they bad em- 
braced. A_man becomes a Protestant. Soon 
finding out the inconsistency of the essential 
principles of Protestantism, he applies to Socini- 


and he becomes a Socinian. From Socinianism 
to Deism there is but a very slight shade, and a 
single step to take, and he takes it.”

Through 
the influence of one of their Pundits, they suc- 
eceded in renting of a native a large piece of 
ground at Doorgapore, for 200 rupees a year, on 
| Which they immediately commenced building a 
bungalow for the residence of the European Mis- 
sionary, a house for the native preacher, and a 
;Chapel near the road. Besides its local advanta- 
i ges, this place is contiguous to several others of 
peculiarly Burehnugur and Chitpore;

jin the former place a chapel has been built, and 
in the latter a congregation can almost at any 
itime be obtained under a tree. The method of 
| supplying Doorgapore at first, was by each broth- 
;er going thither in turn for six months: but this 
afterwards being found inconvenient, Brother 
| Carey occupied it altogether, having Panchoo for 
vied by Mr. G. 
Pearce. ‘That interesting young Brahmin, Anun- 
da, who it is confidently hoped is now in glory, 
was one of the first fruits of the Gospel at this 
station; and while it can supply some pleasing 
instances of conversion, it has also for some time 
past exhibited an appearance of general improve- 
|ment. The neighbours were heretofore much 
addicted to intoxication and quarrelling, but they 
have latterly been much reformed, and many of 
| them have, at their own request, had preaching 
'in the chapel once a week in the evening, after 
|they had finished the labours of the day, and 
have paid the expense of lighting the place them- 
selves. At Burehnugur, too, the word is heard 
with great attention. 

Not long after the Missionaries had established 
the station at Doorgapore, a new scene of labour 
presented itself to their view at Howrah; which 
being the great thoroughfare between Calcutta 
and the upper provinces, afforded the best oppor- 
tunities for diffusing religious knowledge, and 
| for the exercise of taient, both native and Euro- 

pean. Messrs. ‘Townley and Keith used to go 
over and preach there on Sabbath to the English, 
while they themselves freqaently went over in 
ithe week to address the natives. But neithee 
‘the Independent Missionaries nor themselres 
| were able to continue these labours. About this 
| period Mr. Stathatn came down to Calcutta, and 
the Independent brethren having stated that they 
did not intend further to occupy the station, it 
| Was agreed, at the particular request of a number 
| of friends at Howrah, that he should reside there. 
| By his exertions an English chapel was raised : 
| a large burying-ground was also procured, which 
| ras since been walled in, at considerable expense, 
by the government. A church waa formed, of 
| Which he became the pastor, and which is now 
supplied by Mr. G. Pearce and Mr. Kirkpatrick, 
|though both of them are wore particularly de- 
| voted to the natives, for whose use two places of 
| worship have been raised. 

While their prospects of usefulness were thus 
| extending, it appeared to the Missionaries desira- 
‘ble that the Society should have some fixed es- 
tablishment in Calcutta, particularly as great in- 
oonvenience was experienced in the printing de- 
partment for want ofroom. ‘This subject, there- 
fore, was pressed upon the attention of the Com- 
mittee, by whoin it was proposed that the missien- 
aries should devote the 20,000 rupees which they 
had acquired, to this object, and that to this sum 
they would add 10,000 more. These instruc- 
tions being received, the brethren proceeded im- 
mediately to look out for a convenient site, and 
through the kind offices of Mr. Jonathan Carey, 
they were enabled to obtain of a Native four 
beegahs of ground adjoining the English chapel 
to the South: which cost between 19 and 20,000 
rupees: a sum which, considering the extent and 
situation of the ground, was reckoned very rea- 
sonable. After employing an architect, and re- 
ceiving an estimate of the expense of the propos- 
ed buildings, they found that, orange: the 
ground, they would come to between and 
60,000 rupees. They proposed, therefore, to the 
Committee, that instead of 10,000 opens, one 
half of the aggregate expense should be furnished 
by the Society, leaving the Missionaries to pay 
the other, Not doubting that this proposal 
would be acceded to, the building was commenc- 
ed, and a large house and printing office have 
been erected. ‘The deeds of this property are 
now in the hands of the Committee, who will, of 
course, adopt such measures as they may deem 
necessary to secure it to the use of the Society in 

ity. 

Another object of importance which occupied 
the attention of the Calcutta Missionaries was 
the education of young men for the work of the 
Mission in India. They deemed it unadvisable 
to send out young men as Missionaries, who had 
received no previous instruction for the work ;_ or 
to educate youths for this important office, who 
were not members of a Christian church. They 
chose, therefore, for several years, rather to at- 
tempt nothing than to act on either of these plans.

DEITY OF JESUS CHRIST.---NO. 7. 
As a fair specimen of the manner in Which Mr. | 
Sullivan disposes of texts of Scripture, which mil- 
itate against his system, we may notice his treat- | 
ment of Isa. ix. 6—He shall be called—the riigh- | 
ty God. ‘Does his being called God make him | 
God?’ This is the saptent question, the ques- | 
tion which is to put down, and do away, all the! 
evidence resulting from this text. Truly,it is pre- 
sumed, that no one ever thought that his being | 
called God, made him God; but we do think 
he is called God, because he is God; for we 
can see no reason why an inspired writer should 
ascribe to him such high and dignified names} 
and titles, if they mean nothing. Probably we | 
shall be told they do mean something, when ap- 
plied to Jesus Christ. Then the question is, 
what do they mean? Flow are we to ascertain | 
their meaning? Are we to be governed, in| 
our inquiries, by the regular laws of exegesis, | 
and to suppose that they mean the same here, | 
that they do in ail other parts of the Bible? If; 
we pursue this course, we shall be infallibly led | 
to the conclusion, that Jesus Christ is truly and | 
essentially God; for it is a fact, and we hazard | 
nothing in making the assertion, that this form | 
of speech is never, in a single instance, used in 
Scripture, in relation to any being but God him- | 
self. 
If we consider either the radical import of the 
noun, or of the adjective which qualifies it, or con- | 
sider them both together, and compare the use, | 
the force and import of the same or similat phras- | 
es in the holy writings, it will lead us irresistibly | 
to the same conclusion. The noun is 5X di, | 
the radical meaning of which is God: or the Be- | 
ing by whom we bind ourselves by an oath, be- | 
ing derived from the root, FX Ali, to assure on | 
oath. See Burtorf, Pike, and Parkhurst. It is} 
called by the Jewish writers, the name of Judg- | 
ment, because God will judge and punish all 
who violate the obligation of an oath. Whenev- | 
er this word is applied to a human magistrate, it 
is manifestly in a secondary and figurative sense. 
The adjective which qualifies the noun is 4)3)} | 
¢ibbor ; which not only conveys the idea of sim- | 
ple power and strength, but of prevailing power | 
and irresistible strength, and so is appropriately | 
used, to express the almighty, or irresistible pow- | 
er of God. 
Thus the royal Poet said,—Who is this king | 
of glory! Jehovah strong and mighty [gibdor], | 
Jehovah mighty [gibbor] in battle. Ps. xxiv. 8. | 
The same sacred writer applies it to the Messi- | 
ah, saying, Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, O} 
most mighty [gibbor), with thy glory and thy | 
majesty, Ps. xlv.3. The appellation, Au Gispor, | 
“4s never, in the Scripture, applied to any finite | 
being; it is one of the peculiar and appropriate | 
titles, which distinguish the Supreme Being from | 
all creatures. Thus prayed the Prophet Jeremi- | 
ah: Ahk! Adni Jehovah, behold thou hast made | 
the heavens and the earth by thy great power | 
and stretched out arm, and there is nothing too | 
hard for thee: thou showest loving kindness un- | 
to thousands, and recompensest the iniquity of | 
the fathers into the bosom of their children after | 
them: The Great, the Mighty At, Jenovan Sa- | 
BaoTs is his name. Jer. xxxii. 17, 18. It is ma- | 
nifest that the Prophet was acquainted with no 
appellation in the sacred language, which was 
more exclusively appropriate to express the infi- | 
nite power of God than At Ginpor. It is, ac- | 
cording to bis explanation, equivalent to ApN1 
Jenovan and Jenovau Sasaorn, the most lofty 
and dignified titles of the infinite, self-existent 
Deity.

THE LOLLARDS 

Were a class of Christians that began to flour- 
ish in the north of Italy about the commencement 
| of the fourteenth century. They derived their 

, name from the founder of their sect. 
Rejecting the rites and observances of the 
Romish doctors, who, like the ancient pharisees, 
| had substituted their own traditions in place of 
| the divine commands ; the Lollards, for the sure 
| foundation of their faith and hope, looked to the 
| ‘law and to the testimony.” They were oppos- 
}ed and denounced as heretics by all the leading 
| men of the popish religion; but resistance and 
opposition failed of accomplishing their purpose. 
The truth became an object of inquiry, and men 
were urged on, or excited to the belief and em- 
brace of it, by the very stimulus of the prohibi- 
tion. Thus was the reformed religion diffused 
with wonderful rapidity, so that before the death 


| of Lollard himself, who subsequently died by mar- | 


ed his sentiments. ‘They were scattered over 
Austria, Bohemia, and the neighboring countries, 
|and fifty years afterwards made their way into 
England. The celebrated Wickliffe became a 
convert to their doctrines, and by his labors in 
preaching against the absurd notions and expos- 
} ing the vicious practices of the Romish clergy ; 
| and by his writings, especially by his translation 
|of the Scriptures into his. native language, did 

more, perhaps, than any other individual, towards 
| bringing forward the Reférmation. ‘I'hough hat- 
ed and persecuied by the enemies of truth, he 
acquired great popularity among the common 
peuple, and some even among the nobility were 
found ready to follow his instructions.
